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The request for reconsideration filed on 6/30/05 have been carefully considered; however, the final office action is substained. With 
respect to Applicants* arguments that neither Brewer nor Lamberti discloses the oxygen is introduced at two inlets of an inlet of a pre- 
heater device and a region of the apparatus between the waste gas outlet of the second pre-heater device and the inlet of the reactor and 
the molecular oxgyen-containing gas supplying device receives a signal from the oxygen concentrator detector disposed in a pipe on a 
treated gas outlet side of the first preheater, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Both Brewer and Lamberti disclose the oxygen device is 
used to control the amount of oxygen fed to the combustion chamber and/or reactor as described in the final office action. However, 
Examiner agrees that neither Brewer nor Lamberti discloses the detector is located after the first preheater and after the second 
preheater but before the inlet of the reactor; however, the oxygen detector of Brewer and/or Lamberti provide proper oxygen amount and 
temperature control in the combustion chamber and/or reactor and Ohuri discloses the preheater(s) upstream of the reactor. There is no 
structural distinction between the applied references compared to the claimed invention except the manner of operation. Note, manner of 
operating the device does not differentiate apparatus claim from the prior art. See Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & 
Inter. 1987).
